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HE editors of Compton’s 
pve Encyclopedia 

have designated the 1944 
edition of the encyclopedia as 
“The Founder's Edition” in 
honor of Frank E. Compton 
and his fiftieth continuous year in the 
publication and sale of encyclopedias. 
The frontispiece of this “Founder's 
Edition” is a portrait of Mr. Comp- 
ton, and there is a special preface 
which gives brief biographical data. 


Those who have been closely asso- 
ciated with Compton’s Pictured En- 
cyclopedia and have watched its de- 
velopment since its first publication in 
1922 see in the pages of the encyclo- 
pedia itself the best evidence of Mr. 
Compton’s vision, planning, and genu- 
ine interest in boys and girls. 


It is ten years since I first met Mr. 
Compton—nine years since I joined 
the editorial staff as library co-ordina- 
tor. Scarcely a week has passed during 
these nine years in which Mr. Comp- 
ton has not presented some plan or 
project with the inquiry, “Would this 
feature make the encyclopedia more 
useful to libraries?” With the same 
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objective interest he has stud- 
ied the requirements of schools 
and the needs of boys and 
girls who use the encyclopedia 
in their homes. 

Receptivity to new ideas, a 
good sense of humor, confidence in 
those to whom responsibility is dele- 
gated may not be the qualities which 
the average person would name first 
as most essential to an encyclopedist. 
Even without these qualities Mr. 
Compton would be a good publisher, 
but then working with him wouldn't 
be such fun.

CAMS. 
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Knowing the Soviet Union 


By Harrtet L. Moore, Executive Secretary, American Russian Institute, New York City, N.Y. 


a ODAY, when the spotlight of his- 
| tory is focused on the Soviet 
Union, the presses are grinding out 
books about it at a rate unequalled in the 
past. Some of these are eyewitness ac- 
counts by correspondents who give the 
flavor of the great and trying days through 
which the Soviet peoples are passing on 
tne road to victory over the Nazis. Others 
ave written by persons who have long 
been students of Russian history and in- 
stitutions and are now giving us the fruits 
of their studies. And finally, there are the 
“dopesters” who tell us why “Russia is an 
enigma” or why it is not and predict the 
future course of history. 

For most Americans the problem is to 
chart a course in a sea where familiar 
landmarks are lacking, and past experi- 
ences with mirages tend to make us suspi- 
cious of all signs. But they appreciate the 
fact that the Soviet Union will emerge 
from this war immensely strong and that 
the United States will of necessity have to 
seek a way of living in the same world 
with it on more than just speaking terms. 
Many Americans are intent on discovering 
wherein lies the source of the Soviets’ 
newly disclosed strength; and along what 
lines their policy is likely to develop after 
the war. 

Of course, the public press, with its re- 
ports on official statements and govern- 
mental actions, remains the best source of 
information on the current of events. We 
now have the Moscow and Teheran ac- 
cords on procedures which are to be fol- 
lowed in handling the principal Axis pow- 
ers and their satellites. Incidentally, they 
throw much light on Soviet postwar poli- 
cies. We have the Cairo agreement dis- 
posing of the Japanese Empire—an agree- 


ment which, though not signed by the 
Soviet authorities, must have been ap- 
proved by them in advance. What we do 
not know is what considerations lie behind 
these agreements and, consequently, what 
guarantees there are of will to enforce 
them. We also lack detailed plans for im- 
plementing the principles of collective se- 
curity and the four freedoms for all peo- 
ples. 

While all these gaps in knowledge apply 
to all the United Nations, they give rise 
to more speculation in regard to the future 
of our relations with the U.S.S.R. than 
with other countries, and it is for this rea- 
son the book market can absorb so many 
titles on Russia. 

Since as a nation we are not very his- 


. torical minded, it is a great addition to the 


available books about Russia at last to 
have a readable and brief account of 
American-Russian relations from the time 
of our Revolution to the present. Foster 
Rhea Dulles’ The Road to Teheran is just 
the kind of factual, impersonal account of 
what has happened between the two coun- 
tries, which we have needed. It is a com- 
monplace to hear today that “there is no 
conflict in national interest” between us 
and Russia. Here is the historical docu- 
mentation on this truth which has per- 
sisted despite the vast changes that have 
taken place in both countries since 1776. 

On the basis of this introduction to his- 
tory, the natural next step is to explore 
more fully the background of Russia’s own 
history—to learn how far factors operative 
down to date are likely to carry over into 
the future. Unfortunately, there still is no 
straightforward, up-to-date history of 
Russia, although there are one or two 
brief historical reviews. However, there 
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are two new books which use the histori- 
cal approach in seeking to understand 
present-day Russia. A Short History of 
Russia by B. H. Sumner uses a novel 
method for getting at historical roots. He 
selects seven factors that have had a deep 
and constant influence on Russian history 
and traces them backwards from the pres- 
ent to the ancient past. The influences he 
selects are the country’s geography; the 
state; the peasantry and land problems; 
the Church; Slav nationalism; problems of 
access to the sea; the influence of western 
Europe. This is a stimulating approach to 
history but suffers from the same defects 
with which Soviet historians have criti- 
cized Pokrovsky’s earlier social history: it 
is not a substitute for a chronological his- 
tory written in the traditional manner. 
This as yet remains to be written for the 
general public. 

The second such book is Sir John May- 
nard’s The Russian Peasant and Other 
Studies. This author selects for the core 
of his study one of Mr. Sumner’s factors 
as more important than the others, name- 
ly, the peasantry. But he treats the other 
topics as well. His study is less positive 
in its conclusions, more thoughtful and, 
therefore, less glib. 

It is interesting to note that British pub- 
lishers are far in advance of American 
houses in issuing serious and basic studies 
of Russia and the Soviet Union. Perhaps 
it is because there are more well-informed 
authors available to them; even in the 
years of strained relations, the British uni- 
versities knew the importance of Slavic 
studies and trained competent scholars 
in all fields—not just literature. Conse- 
quently, the English publishers’ lists con- 
tain more titles that give information on 
how the Soviet Union operates, while the 
American lists lean heavily on the reports 
of war correspondents. Of the latter, two 
can be singled out as of particular interest, 
because they not only give us clues to the 
military strength of the Soviet state but 
look behind that to the sources of strength 


in the people. Walter Kerr has done a 
very thoughtful and informed job of this 
sort in his The Russian Army: Its Men, 
Its Leaders and Its Battles. Unlike most of 
the correspondents’ books, his is a real 
study of the Red Army’s conduct of the 
war. He writes the military history of the 
present war—analyzing the principal bat- 
tles and detailing the organization of the 
army itself. In regard to the men behind 
the men who carry the guns, Kerr limits 
himself to the more specifically military 
aspects of the rear. For the great social 
mobilization of the Soviet Union, we must 
turn to Maurice Hindus’ latest book, 
Mother Russia. Hindus, as no other 
American correspondent, knows Russia 
ard the Russian people. His many visits 
to the Soviet Union since the Revolution 
have always taken him out among the 
people. Not seeking news “scoops,” Hindus 
has always wanted to know how the 
peasant and worker live. Today he is 
finding out how women react to total war; 
why there is such unheard-of heroism 
behind the lines and among the guerril- 
las; how children become essential mem- 
bers of a fighting population. It is the 
long background of personal experience 
that enables him, in contrast with others, 
to write of emotions, personal motivations, 
and intangibles in a manner that rings 
true. His book embraces all sections of the 
population, telling something of the peace- 
time life as well as incidents taking place 
in the midst of battle. 

To get an authentic feeling for the Soviet 
peoples of many nationalities, we can also 
turn to their own writing. The Night of 
the Summer Solstice and Other Stories 
of the Russian War is a collection of pow- 
erful tales. Mr. Van Doren, who made the 
selection, confesses that he knows nothing 
about the authors of these stories— or the 
facts on which they are based—but their 
spirit, their terror, and their humor are 
so absorbing and convincing that they give 
a real insight into the lives and thoughts 
of the people by whom and about whom 
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they are written. 

Another book of this character is The 
Running Tide, a fictionized life of Valen- 
tina Orlikova, the beautiful little first mate 
of a Soviet freighter, who visited this 
country not many months ago. Wife of 
an officer in the merchant fleet, she has 
not seen her baby since the village in 
which she was living was swallowed up 
by the German tide which rolled on to the 
gates of Leningrad. This book tells of her 
childhood in Vladivostok and her work 
in the Leningrad shipyards. In its picture 
of the hard but interesting life of young 
people we can see some of the sources of 
Soviet strength. 

To get a more inclusive view of the 
Soviet Union, Americans must rely on two 
other types of material: the survey or 
symposium and the pamphlet on some 
specialized topic. In the first category falls 
The Soviet Union Today: An Outline 
Study, which gives in formal display the 
principal facts on all phases of Soviet life: 
geography and people, history, govern- 
ment, economy, social services, culture, 
and foreign policy. It has been prepared 
by the American Russian Institute for use 
by teachers, many of whom are now for 
the first time giving courses on the Soviet 
Union in American schools and colleges. 
The outline contains helpful bibliographi- 
cal references to supplement the con- 
densed and staccato treatment of the out- 
line itself. 

The special issue of The Survey Graph- 
ic, “American Russian Frontiers,” also 
does a good job on an over-all picture. 
As the editors point out, “every contribu- 
tor writes from an American angle. Every 
writer save the first [Vice-President 
Wallace] has been to Russia”—a very good 
rule for editors of studies on the Soviet 
Union. Among the contributors to the 
issue are such well-known figures as Al- 
bert Rhys Williams, author of some of the 
classics on the Soviet Union, Donald Nel- 
son writing on his recent visit, Maurice 
Hindus, Walter Duranty, Edgar Snow— 
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to mention but a few of the list of contrib- 
uting experts. Profusely illustrated and 
well written, this issue is a fascinating 
introduction to the Soviet Union from the 
point of view of our American interest— 
whether it be in trade, postwar security, 
or neighborly relations across the top of 
the world. Lacking careful recent studies 
of many of these subjects, the issue of the 
Survey also serves the useful purpose of 
bringing out the new developments in 
many fields. More detailed information 
can be found, as well, in the pamphlets 
listed at the close of this article. 

The reader who would like to delve more 
deeply into the operation of the Soviet 
system may do well to find out how it 
works in some one part of that vast coun- 
try. A helpful guide to this is William 
Mandel’s The Soviet Far East and Central 
Asia. This study is an extretnely detailed 
account of the economic resources and 
development in the area east of Lake 
Baikal—the bastion against Japan. With 
many statistical tables, it shows how the 
war in the Far East since 1931 caused the 
Soviets to accelerate the development of 
that sparsely populated area so that it 
would not again fall victim to Japan as it 
did at the close of the last war. Mr. Man- 
del’s chapters on Central Asia describe the 
political and social problems of the only 
truly oriental part of the Soviet Union, 
the republics of Central Asia. The whole 
book is based on Soviet sources and the 
Soviet press is quoted at length to give 
the Soviets’ own picture of how wartime 
mobilization has been carried out in areas 
far from the battlefronts. 

Distant as they are from the Nazi front, 
they hold considerable interest for us in 
connection with the war in the Pacific. 
Will the Russians join us in fighting Japan 
after Hitler is defeated? How are relations 
between China and Russia across the 
mysterious frontiers of Inner Asia? These 
and other questions on the future are 
being dealt with by many authors. It may 
be sounder to base our guesses on the 
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history and information of the more fun- 
damental type contained in the books dis- 
cussed above than on the authors who 
deal in “ideological” generalities. How- 
ever, some of the political forecasters have 
a way of sharpening up the issues and 
selecting the real alternatives from all the 
theoretically possible alternatives. One of 
these is Joesten. His What Russia Wants, 
written in a cold-blooded, clearheaded 
way, explains what the Soviet point of 
view is on the problems of Germany, 
Poland, Europe, and the Far East. He 
says that if we put ourselves in Russia’s 
boots, we should have much the same 
point of view, and all this talk about an 
enigma is simply based on ignorance of 
Russia’s strategic, economic and social 
needs. Whether or not one can agree with 
all his predictions, he has written a 
straightforward analysis of the questions 
involved without favoring either side of 


+ 


the argument. 

Much of what he says could be docu- 
mented from Arthur Upham Pope’s life of 
Maxim Litvinoff, for this book draws 
heavily on the official pronouncements of 
Litvinoff who was Foreign Commissar 
during the most critical period between the 
two wars. As is so common with biog- 
raphies of Soviet leaders, the individual’s 
history tends to get lost in the country’s 
history. Yet Mr. Pope has done a remark- 
ably interesting job of weaving the bits of 
personal biography into the news items, 
the speeches, and the shattering events of 
the years through which Litvinoff has 
played such a prominent part in the his- 
tory of his nation. Since we lack an ade- 
quate history of Soviet foreign policy for 
the prewar years, Mr. Pope’s book goes 
far to fill an immediate need and is, con- 
sequently, one of the most important 
recent books about Russia.
